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China Visitors Charge 
Harassment by Fed Agents

Chinese Americans returning 
from legally sanctioned visits to 
the People's Republic of China are 
finding that anti-Chinese policies 
of suspicion and inferred guilt by 
reason of Trace continue to be 
practiced by the nation's -top 
domestic law enforcement agency， 
the FEederal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion (FEBJI)， 

Since 1971，after the United 
States jlifted the restrictions on 
American travel to China, the FEBI 
has been involved in a selective 
campaign of harassment against 
Chinese Americans who visit the 
Peoples Republic of China. 

In February 1974, the Washing- 
ton Post reported that the FBI was 
questioning Chinese Americans on 
the 也 ast Coast about their visits to 
China， Most recently， Chinese 
Americans in the San Francisco 
area are finding that the interro- 
gations are coninuing despite the 
recent Congressional revelations 
and criticism of FBI surveillance 
and intimidation of U.S. citizens. 

TRAVEL 

In September and October, the 
two of us travelled to China with a 
group of friends and relatives. Im 
November，two FBI agents，Mi- 
chael Henry and Michael Fehr， 
went to Chinese for Affirmative 
Action looking for us. 

When informed by the recep- 
tionist that we were not CAA sta 皇 
members, the FEFBI agents asked 让 
CAA was government-funded,，in- 
timating to the receptionist that 
funding could be terminated 让 she 
wasnot cooperative. After leaving 
their names and phone number 
with the receptionist， the FBI 
agents left，When Wong ' called 
Michael Fehr to inquire why the 
FBI was looking for us，he res- 
ponded that the FBI was inter- 
ested in our trip to China and also 
wanted to discuss Chinese for 
Affirmative Action. Concerned 
about our rights as private citi- 
Zens to travel to China，we agreed 
to meet with the agents at FBI 
headquarters in the Federal BuilL 
ding， 

As we were escorted into a small 
interviewing room，Fong took out 
a tape recorder and asked 让 she 
could tape the interview. One of 
the agents said excitedly,“No. In 
fact，is it on now? We don't tape 
you; So you can ttape us.” 

When we asked why they were 
questionning Chinese 人 Americans 


who visit China，they said that 
they are _ involved with internal 
Security, to prevent espionage and 
Sabotage; and the FEFBI has a 
general interest in people who 
travel to other countries，They 
Said that relatives are held as 
hostages in the USSR to force 
Americans to act as contacts，yet， 
while they expressed concern 
about relatives of Chinese Ameri- 
cans being used in a similar 
hostage fashion, they never asked 
us 计 wehad relatives in China.

They began their interrogation 
by asking general questions like: 
where and when did we apply for

On the whole，the political 
activities of Hongkong students 
are relatively“clean;”their act- 
jivities seem 1largely spontaneous 
and there is apparently no indica- 
tion of any external organiza- 
tional backing. For them，Ppolitics 
seldom is the life-and-death issue 
which something face Iaiwan 
students， 

The situation of the Taiwan 
students is more complciated 
There is an additional factor: the 
ethnic force represented by the 
FEormosan Independence Move- 
ment， This movement，whose 


development may be traced back 


to the historical contradictions 
between Taiwanese and the main- 
landers, consists of Taiwan natives 
who actually consider themselves 
non-Chinese and want the island 
free from any mainland control.

PROSPECTS 

The students from Taiwan， 
whether Independence-minded or 
not，are nattrally concerned 
about the Prospects of Taiwan， 
But since the Taiwan question is 
jinextricably tied to the Commun- 
ist govermiment across the Taiwan 
Strait，they can never confine 
their discussions to the Island 
alone. Their political debates in- 


variably have to take into account 


the role of China， 

Stripped of all rhetorics，the 
Taiwan students political concern 
boils down to something like this ; 
what is wrong with the Taiwan 
Situation? What is to be done? 
Will reform suffice? If not，what 
alternatives? And who 一 the Com- 
munist，the Nationalist，or the 
Taiwanese 一 is to be the master of 
Taiwany? 

When the issue of Taiwan is 
taken as part of a larger problem 
that besets China 一 the eventual 
reunification with the Mainland 
of Taiwapn， Hongkong，and 
Macau 一 the discussions inevitably 
turn to idqeological qisputs over the 
relative merits of Communism 
andCapitalism， 

INTENSITY 

It is also at this juncture that 
some Hongkong students Would

both groups of Chinese students at

| tators have indicated, the Taiwan

why bother with so much scream- 
ing and scheming? 


EXPECTATIONS 

The reasons may be found by a 
look at the immediate social con- 
text of the Chinese students，TIo 
begin with，we must remermber 
that socio-political interest and 
commitment are developed from 
one's social position and intimately 
tied to_ones past experience and 
future expectations， 


Chinese students should be dif- 
ferentiated according to their dif- 
fering future expectations: The 
“sojourner” and the “expectant 
settler.”“Sojourners” are those 
students firmly committed to serT- 
ving their home countries after 
they're done with their studies. 
“Expectant settlers,， on the other 
hand，are those who seek to 
remain in the United States after 
graduation . 


For the“Sojourners,” 让 seems 
perfectly proper to be actively 
concerned with the on-going poli- 
tics back in the mainland，Tai- 
wan, or Hongkong. After all, they 
are members of a Chinese society， 
In a few years，the “sojourners” 
are to_ return home to assume 
leadership roles， As long as their 
activities stay within legal bounds， 
there seems to be no reason to curb 
their interests, Concern with Chi- 
nese TDolitics means to them in 
eveIy way a positive， con- 
sciousness-raising，and self-educa- 
tive PITocesS， 

The“expectant settlers ，how- 
ever, face a subtler situation. The 
problem is that they do not quite 
hold the keys to their own future， 
Instead, their intention to stay and 
to join the American Chinese is 
largely contingent upon the immi- 
gration laws (the annual quota of 
200 allocated to Hongkong， 
among other immigration restrict- 
ions，PIOves an insurmountable

hurdle for many Hongkong stu- 
dents.) 
HURDLE 

It is typical that a Hongkong 
student，after studying in Amer- 
ica for a couple of years，becomes 
attracted to the ways' of life here， 
He likes the idea of becoming an 
American Chinese and is eager to 
serve the ethnic community， But 
theimmigration hurdle may Prove 
detrimental to his nely developed 
outlook. And he is caught in the 
dilemma of whether to continue 
imemrsing himself in the heated 
political debates of the sojour- 
ners ”一 Which he now sees 35 3 
rather futile undertaking 一 or to 
look forward to serving the Chi- 
nese in America,，an alternative 


over which he has no control. 人 
difficult choice indeedl 

There have been calls from the 
American Chinese community 
that foreign Chinese students 
move away from their partipa- 
tion in Chinese Politics and re- 
channel their energies to the ser- 
vice of the community. The 下 ast/ 
West editorial，March 24，1976， 
made such a plea. An attractive 
idea，but is it，one is tempted to 
ask, really a reajistic proposal? In 
view of the above discussion，the 
answer we can come up with 
largely seems. to weigh in the 
negative. 

Socio-political commitment，we 
have pointed out，has to grow 
from one's experience of the past 
and one's _ expectations of the 
future. For the“sojourners ，both 
their past and future are deeply 
rooted in the Chinese societies halff 
a globe away. 


TECHNICAL 


For the “expectant settlers ， 
shifting their commitment to the 
ethnic_ community -is something 
not entirely up to them to decide， 
Added to these cultural and legal 
barriers，we may point out yet 
another technical difficulty, Many 
American universities where Chi- 
Dese students study are not in the 
vicinity of any American Chinese 
community. To many in the Mid- 
western and Southern college 
towns，the American Chinese 
Community is but a_distant and 
unfamiliar notion. to talk abonut 
giving oneself to its causes Seemas 
even more remote and unlikely. 

To conclude，Chinese student's 
involvement in politics of his 
homeland is likely to persist as a 
conspicuous feature of his life on 
U.S$，campuses，This is nothing 
odd. It has grown naturally from 
the Situation that surround them. 
Until the external conditions have 
been changed，it is neither poss- 
ible，nor desirable，to discourage 
this activity. 口

Chiang Says Pull-out Hurts 
Both Taipei and Washington 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chinese 
communists，aided and abbetted 
by the international press， are 
conspiring to drive a wedge be- 
tween the United States and the 
Chinese Nationalists，Premier 
Chiang Ching-kuo recently told 
the Nationalist legislature in Tai- 
Pei. : 

According to a report in the Fa7 
下 astermn 正 comomic Reubiet， 
Chiangs warnings were-stripping 
away part of the pretense that has 
Imarked relations with the United 
States since Nixon announced his 
“opening to Peking”'in 1971. 

The position in Taipei has been 
that nothing was changed; that 
the Mutual Assistance Treaty was 
as Strong as ever and that relaxa- 
tion of tensions with the People's 
Republic would not lead to rec- 
ognition by the United States. 


DIFFICULTIY 

President Ford in a Cicago 
foreign policy speech pointed onut 
the difficulty of “writing a pre- 
Scription” with the Nationajlists 
while normalizing relations with 
Peking，a step which he said was 
in the American interest. 

Ford said Taiwan was “no long- 
er dependent on us for economic 
or mijlitary assistance.”This is the

According to Chiang，the idea 
that Taiwan is strong enough to 
stand on its own feet is part of a 
communist conspiracy that has 
even deceived “President Ford， 
judging from his words at Chica- 
go. Chiang claims the idea has 
been inspired by a communist“in- 
ternational united front ploy,” 
and published by the international 
Press. 

While the Nationalists depend 
on themselves，“Friends “with 
common will and common heart 
must unite closely and be consis- 
tent in words and deeds”on the 
anti-communist front， “This is 
especially true in the case of the 
Republic of China and the United 
States，he said.“Both will benefit 
from their alliance; each would 
suffer from a division .” 


CUT 

When Premier Chiang spoke， 
he presumably knew of Ford Ad- 
ministration plans to cut U.S. mil- 
itary credits to Taiwan from $80 
million in 1976 to $35 million in 
1977. He may also have known of 
reported plans to halve the Ameri- 
can military personnel on Taiwan 
this year， 

For the Americans this would 
be in keeping with the spirit of the 
Shanghai Communique with the 
Peoples Republic. Present Ameri- 
can Imilitary _ strength of about 
2,200 on Taiwan is already down 
from nearly 10,000 at the time of 
Nixon s 1972 visit to the People's 


Republic. 

But as Premier Chiang implied， 
overall reliance on the United 
States is heavy and probably deci- 
sive. Nationajlist weapons, and the 
technical know-how and compo- 
nents to operate Plants producing 
helicopters and FE5 fighters，come 
from the United States， 

Premier Chiang apparently feels 
the withdrawal of American forces 
is part of a trap into which the 
Nationajlists have been falling. 
Taiwan military forces have been 
getting more modern tanks and 
buildqing up the marines，which 
have amphibious skills，as well as 


Plants to _ build aircraft， 

But the Americans have been 
reducing their numbers and， 
therefore，their personal commit- 
ment to maintenance of the status 
quo in the Taiwan Straits，、The 
Nationajlists can scarcely forget 
what happened in Indochina 
when the United States removed 
jits forces. 


PUELLOUT 

A pull-out by the Americans of 
another 1,100 men is-expected but 
not confirmed by Taipei, Such an- 
nouncements are never made in 
Taiwan. The danger，as the Pre- 
mier has implied，lies not ip the 
withdqrawal of 11,000 or 1,100 
men，but in the last one, 

Stil，the formula for recogni- 
tion of Peking and the de-recogni- 
tion of Taipei has not been found 
yet. The Nationalists have a lot of 
friendqs in the Pentagon and the 
House of Representatives. In addi- 
tion， 70 percent of Americans 
have said in a Taipei-backed poll 
that they dont want Peking rec- 
ognized at the expense of Taipei. 

Secretary of State Henry Kissin- 
ger took note of this sentiment 
when he said relations with China 
are developing at a pace foreseen 
in 1972，but “domestic circum- 
Stances have impeded the proc- 
ess，Premier Chiangs message is 
aimed at those in the United States 


who have produced such circum-
